DOYLESTOWN, Feb, 12 — The 
Court of Quarter Sessions and Court 
of Oyer and Terminer of Bucks 
County disposed of 315 defendants 
during the past year, a decrease 
In the over all picture of approxi­ 
m ately K per cent compared to a 
national decrease In crim e of 8 pet 
cent in the United States. 
Fines im posed during 1950 (th* 
year ending with the January term) 
amounted to $15,412 In the county, 
and costs collected amounted Is 
$11,078.58. 
Juvenile cases disposed of, in­ 
cluding delinquent. Incorrigible and 
dependent numbered 227, about the 
same us the previous year.

words "free trade" ought to prove it. 
Just when does the Times think the repudiation took 
place, and by whom? The Times surely has not made a 
separation between the government and the people; when 
it speaks of the United States, it surely doesn't mean 
merely a handful of men in the executive branch of the 
government— nor can it mean nothing more substantial 
than a transient and uncertain majority in Congress; par­ 
ticularly when so many of the New Deal Congressmen 
who vote against protectionism in general are frantically 
eager to get protection for their own special interests, 
whether these are cotton and tobacco, or such compara­ 
tively obscure items as apples or smoked turkeys. 
The American people have not had the tariff issue 
presented squarely to them as a major part of a national 
election within the past two generations. Certainly tariffs 
have. had next to nothing to do with the five New Deal I 
victories. Roosevelt was first elected on a beer plank — | 
the Republicans lost in 1932 because they straddled on 
prohibition. Tariffs had no part in the 1936 fight. In 
1940, Wendell Willkie was a one-world internationalist 
right after the Times’ heart— but be was defeated. With 
some limitations, the same is true of the position which 
Governor Dewey took in 1944 and 1948—^and he was 
defeated both times. There simply has not been a single 
national election in twenty years in which protectionism 
was defeated and the I lull theories upheld by the Ameri­ 
can people. 
When the vast on-the-cuff expenditures of statism, 
and the readying for war, of the present period die down, 
and when, if ever, the world resumes normal trade and 
financial relations— then will be the testing time for pro­ 
tectionism vs. free trade. Then is when protectionism 
will be either vindicated or repudiated.
